SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of availuble Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
orSub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the oftice of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ciftivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who'has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pee-eroption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth

That the slovenly tabits or ill health 
of the cooks and waiters who serve us 
in dining cars, hotels, restaurauts and 
our own homes may be an even great: 
er menace to our bealth than defective 
plumbing is the fact brought out by 
some interesting investigations made 


| by Surgeon Cummins of the British 


army. 

It used to %e thought that if our serve 
ants’ hunds—and our own—were wash. 
ed with rearone e frequency we were 
safe, but Dr. Cummins rhows that even 
the most scrupulous cleansing will not 
relieve bands thet have been in contact 
with diseuse germs from the liability 
of infecting others, In short, Dr. Cum. 
mins declares that so Jong as we live 
{n this world of dirt and microbes our 
hands can never be really clean, 

To prove his contention Dr, Cum ains 
dipped the tip of bis forefinger in a 
liquid containing millions of typhold 
bacilli The finger was nest rinsed in 
an untiseptic solution, then in 
cold water and then in tvatce (hat wis 
almost boiling. After all this clorusing 
{t was washed in a small quantity of 
sterile water. ‘This water when ana. 
lyzed showed no fess thin 313 colonics 
of typhoid S.icilll. 

Not satisfied with this discouraging 
proof of the futility of clenn hands, the 
doctor proceeded to sonk his Infected 
finger tip in pure alcohol ‘Then he 
wasbed it again in sterile water. Ts 
time the analysis of the water rever .d 
four colonies of typhoid bacilli. 

Another experiment made by Dr. 
Cummins was to rest a typhoid Inden 
finger tip for just an instent on the 
surface of a bow! of soup. The soup 
wre then allowed tu stand for twenty- 
four bours, When finally analyzed it 
revenied nearly 40,000 typhoid bacilli to 
every cubic tuch.—New York Ameti- 
can,
